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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer , Superintendent of the Farm 
and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Audi- 
tors for the year ending December 31, 1936. 

Unemployment is still our greatest relief problem, 
but the continuance of the ski project in Gilford, N. 
H., has aided materially in the reduction of relief costs. 
This project is one of the largest if not the largest of 
its kind in the east. As sponsor of the project Belknap 
County has contributed engineering service, transpor- 
tation, and materials, but for every dollar paid by the 
County the Federal Government has paid about four 
in labor costs. That is, each month there is paid to the 
workers on the project approximately four times the 
amount contributed by the County. Construction on the 
Weirs-Meredith Road has also provided work for the 
needy. 

Another worthwhile project started in 1986 was the 
Recopying of Records for the Register of Deeds Office. 
Prior to 1841 Belknap County was a part of Strafford 
County, therefore all records prior to that date were in 
the office of the Register of Deeds, Dover, N. H. The 
copying of these records has provided work for quite 
a number of unemployed. 

At the County Farm the entire interior of the jail 
has been refinished and the beds equipped with new 
mattresses. A temporary barn has been built for the 
storage of hay. In October we started rebuilding the 
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County Farm barns. This work is being carried on with 
the help of the Federal Government and will be com- 
pleted in the early summer. 

General upkeep and repairs were made at the Court 
House and steel cabinets were installed in the office of 
the Register of Probate. 

We wish to express our thanks and appreciation to 
Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Hartford, Superintendent and Ma- 
tron of the County Farm, for their splendid work at the 
Farm. We also desire to express our appreciation for 
the excellent service of the Chaplain, Physician and all 
connected with the Farm. 

In closing we wish to express our appreciation to the 
overseers of the poor and selectmen in the several 
towns for their splendid co-operation in assisting us 
in County affairs, and to all the people and organiza- 
tions that have interested themselves in the welfare 
of county dependents.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the fiscal year as 
your Solicitor. 

The bulk of the work of this office during the past 
year has been in the prosecution of some eighty-five 
criminal cases in the various County Municipal Courts 
and the Superior Court. There were fifteen indictments 
returned by the Grand Jury at the March Term, 1936, 
all of those indicted pleaded and were sentenced by the 
Court. At the October Term fourteen indictments were 
returned. Three of those indicted pleaded not guilty 
and two were tried before petit juries resulting of one 
conviction and one finding of not guilty. The third man 
agreed to trial before Court and was found guilty. 

I have been required to appear very frequently in the 
Laconia Municipal Court and occasionally in the Tilton, 
Meredith, and Alton Municipal Courts on criminal 
business. 

The legal business of the County has been given my 
careful consideration and I have rendered numerous 
opinions and interviewed many people relative to the 
disposition of relief cases and other matters pertaining 
to the welfare of the County.
